Massachusetts Railroad Commis- 


sioners Report on B., & M. 


Cut in Service. 


Juno 12—The recent de- 


creases in the transportation facili- 
ties of the Boston & Maine railroad 
are justified Irom a standpoint ot pub 
lie Improvement, according to the de- 
cision of the state railroad commis- 
sion today, replying to the House or- 
der of May 19. 
. 


• The order, which related to pas- 
senger facilities only, was introduced 
by Representative Haigis of Monta- 
gue, and the commission was asked 
to hold a public hearing, and decide 
whether the facilities had increased 
or decreased since July'in-1909. 


In covering the question from a 


state standpoint only, the commission 
finds that in view of Improvements 


in passenger train service, especially 
by express, that the local withdrawals 
in. question were justified. 


WJth respect to further withdraw- 


als on the installation of the summer 
service, the commission states that 
it is unable to pass, because the rail- 
road' lias not as yet completed 
its 


summer schedule.'
